We want to follow up with you on the status of the Chinatown BID renewal timeline. As of today, April 29, 2020, the 
Chinatown petition drive is at 23.66%. 

In order to possibly make the County’s 2021 tax rolls, the BID must meet the following deadlines and deliverables 
(see attachment for additional details). 

• Enough valid petitions to reach the 50% threshold must be submitted by May 20, 2020. 

• Our team will then need to verify the petitions and upload the Clerk Report and OOI to City Council by May 
27, 2020. 

• An OOI would tentatively be scheduled for consideration by Council on June 3, 2020 and the final public 
hearing scheduled on July 29, 2020* 

• Meeting this schedule may allow you to make the tax rolls. Please note that our Office will not direct bill 
property owners. 

*Due to the ongoing COVID-19 crisis, City Council meeting dates are subject to change and are now subject 
to a variety of factors beyond the control of this Division. As such, we cannot guarantee that these renewal 
options for Chinatown or the other BIDs also renewing can take place in a timely manner.
